The  30  wings  of  the  dorms  will 
each  have  a senior  resident  who 
will  attempt  to  contact  each  stu- 
dent personally  and  impersonal- 
ly. There  will  be  38  men  in  each 
wing  and  234  men  to  a dorm.

Anyone  who  watched  Y Day's  football  action  saw  sharp 
blocking  and  tackling.  Coach  Hal  Kopp's  crew  have  the  fund- 
amentals of  the  game  pretty  w'ell  under  control. 

There  was  plenty  of  fan  comment  after  the  game  that 
the  Blue  and  WTiite  charges  looked  like  they  w'ere  in  a post- 
season bowl  tilt. 

As  for  the  few  mistakes  that  w'ere  made.  Dean  Milton 
Hai-tvigson,  head  of  B\TJ  athletic  department,  pointed  out 
that  “The  boys  knew  the  other  team*s  plays.  Errors  that 
were  made  happened  largely  due  to  on-the-spur-of-the- 
moment  plays  figured  out  in  the  huddles  to  cross  up  the 
opposition.” 

These  quickie  plays  shouldn’t  be  necessary  come  next  fall 
even  if  there  were  a few  rival  colleges  on  hand  at  the  Y Day 
clash  to  see  what  they'  could  pick  up. 

University  of  Utah’s  red  jacket  men  were  particularly 
in  evidence,  but  it  is  doubtful  that  Kopp  showed  them  anything 
the  Utes  can  use  against  the  Cats  in  September. 

FANS  WANT  TO  KNOW^ 

And  this  has  raised  a point  among  fans,  two  of  them  as 
a matter  of  fact.  1.  Why  do  we  play  the  Utes  Sept.  27  before 
school  has  even  started — why  not  later  in  the  season  when 
more  fans  can  be  around,  when  the  Cougars  have  built  a tough- 
er machine?  2.  How  can  the  administration  consider  playdng 
the  Utah  game,  a BYU  home  clash,  in  the  University  of  Utah 
stadium  next  fall? 

Provo  area  fans  were  informed  of  the  proposal  in  an 
April  15  Provo  Herald  sports  editorial. 

We  went  to  Dean  Milton  Hartvigson  for  the  administra- 
tions answers. 

ANSWER  TO  QUESTION  ONE:  The  original  schedule 
caHed  for  BYU  to  meet  Utah  in  nud-October.  Utah  was  to  play 
California  Sept.  27.  Hiis  was  the  way  BYU  had  it  marked  on 
their  schedule.  Stating  that  they  had  made  a secretarial  errorj 
the  University  of  Utah  explained  they  had  mixed  schedule 
dates,  sending  California  notice  that  they  would  meet  them 
on  the  October  date.  Tlus  left  the  27th  open. 

Informing  BYU  of  the  error,  Utah  asked  apolegetically 
if  we  would  meet  them  Sept,  27. 

They  said  it  wouldn^t  happen  agalti, 

BYU  did  not  challenge  the  integrity  of  the  school,  said 
they  would  accommodate  the  shift,  hop^  it  would  not  hap- 
pen again. 


SHIFT  SHOULDN’T  HURT 

Accommodation  of  the  shift  has  not,  incidentally,  hurt 
much,  as  the  game  is  the  Saturday  night  before 
Monday  and  Tu^day’s  registration.  A substantial  number  of 
BYU  students  will  be  settling  in  Provo  that  weekend  for  the 
coming  quarter.  Freshmen  will  have  been  on  campus  for  one 
week  prior  to  the  game. 

ANSWER  TO  QUESTION  TWO:  With  the  great  interest 
in  this  Fall  s traditional  battle,  Utah  offered  to  provide  a stad- 
ium which  would  accommodate  more  fans  than  the  smallish 
Cougar  stadium.  The  offer  was  for  one  year  only. 

BTO  would  receive  all  the  benefits  of  a home  game.  This 
school  s students  would  gain  admission  on  their  activity  cards, 
Utah  students  would  have  to  pay. 

BYU  would  receive  60  percent  of  the  gate  as  usual  for  home 
games  and  Utah  40  percent.  BYU  would  receive  $8,000  in 
gate  here,  would  make  $19,000  from  the  Utes  by  holding  the 
game  in  Salt  Lake. 

President  Wilkinson  is  presently  taking  the  Utah  offer 
under  advisement. 

It  turns  out  that  BYU  may  benefit  from  the  mistake, 
meeting  new  Coach  Ray  Nagel’s  forces  before  they  get  too 
well  organized  ...  as  well  as  accommodating  more  fans  by 
playing  in  the  Utah  stadium.  Time  will  tell  on  this  latter
